THE CABINET is so badly pinched for time that it stilt hasn't got 
down Lo examining in detail so crucial an issue as Israel’s policy inthe 
occupied territories. 

Nevertheless, two weeks ago the cabinet found three full hours to 
wallow in memories of the Arlosoroff murder, and this week il 
devoted two hours to another exercise in domestic political warfare: 
bashing the Broadcasting Authority for television's too-truthful 
coverage of the latest events in the West Bank — and, incidentally, 
lambasting the Labour Party because some of its Knesset Members 
took part in a “Peace Now” rally at which some of the anti- 
occupation slogans were not to Prime Minister Menachem Begin's 
laste. 

This could perhaps be written off as merely a low-comedy use of 
the high cabinet forum: Mr. Begin, whose personal initiative it in- 
variably happens to be, shifts his fingers, and, almost without excep- 
tion, the ministerial murionettes jump to perform as bidden. But it is 
not funny at all. : : 

The premiec's purpose is simple and obvious. He is out to in- 
timidate into silence and submission all who might stand in the way of 
his programme for the territories. Television must be cowed because 
it dares present the facts about the West Bank directly as they are, 
warts and all, rather than filter them first through the prism of Mr. 
Begin's political doctrine. 

Television's most heinous crime was to screen interviews last Fri- 
day with the deposed West Bunk muyors, Nablus's Bassum Shak‘a and 
Rumuallah's Karim Khalaf, who are enemies of Israel — as Mr. Begin 
has suddenly discovered after suffering them for five long years — 
and, in the cuse of Mr. Khalaf, hold “Nazi” views. 

Plainly, the people of Israel must not be ullowed to determine for 
Ihemselves whether Mr. Shak'a and Mr. Khalaf fit Mr. Begin's 
description of them — that right is now reserved to the premier and 
his dutiful cabinet, They wWone know what's right and whiu’s wrong, 
in the West Bank und beyond, 

Indeed, “leaks gencrously supptied from the cabinet tuble last 
Sunday suggest thal any criticism, express or implied, on the air 
waves of his public conduct is now, in Mr. Begin’s eyes, tantamount 
to fexe-nrajeste. 

As for the Labour Party, it is at fault for seeming to ussociute itself 
with slogans decrying (he annexation of the Golun und opposing the 
continued occupution of Judea and Samuria. The annexation of the 
Golan was duly ratified by the Knesset, Mr. Begin recalls, and Judea 
and Sunuria, he contends, are nol occupied territories. 

The irrelevance of the argument should be clear. The passage of a 
law by the Knesset docs not make it immune to criticism, and the oc- 
cupied status of Judea and Samaria is a matter of fact, not judgement, 
at least so lang as‘shev have not been annexed. But it is Mr. Begin's 
purpose ta make it appear that opposition to the creeping incorpora- 
tion of these areas into Israel is an act of disloyalty, if not (reason. 

True, the premier is still adhering to the rhetoric of democracy. 
Thus he rejected a proposal by his industry and trade minister, 
Gideon Patt, that the Broadeasting Authority should be put back in 
the Prime Minister's Office — on the ground lhat the “government is 
the state." The two are separate, Mr. Begin nobly averred. 

But in truth Mr, Patt was only — if inadvertently — articulating 
the authoritarian tendencies underlying the premier's whole ap- 
proach. Today he is out to get television, tomorrow he will turn on 
the press. Today he rules out of order a party that does not agree with 
him, tomorrow he will try to silence it.

Fizzling into a slow burn 


LAND DAY fizzled out, Israel's Arabs, the overwhelming majority 
of them, showed the wisdom and the restraint which President 
Yitzhak Navon had urged them, the day before, to demonstrate. 
They would not ullow themselves to be dragged down the road of 
confrontation by a bunch of unscrupulous trouble-makers, 

Response to the call for a general strike was highly unimpressive, 
und even where it was heeded there were no major incidents all day 
long. The official organizers, it is true, were themselves careful to 
avoid on open breach of the law, 

Plainly Israel’s Arabs value the great gains they have made under 
the uegis of democracy. They are not eager to fritter these gains 
away, They also have their share of justified, and still unmet, 
grievances about unequal status. These have caused a large number 
of Arabs lo cust their ballots, locally and nationally, over the years 
for Israel's pariah party, the communists. 

But they are well wware, the overwhelming majority of them, that 
their best — indeed their only — chance of making further progress 
lies in utilizing the instrumentalities of democracy, and not in 
violence. 

“The danger remuins, however, that the condition of their kinsmen 
in the West Bank und Guza will radicalize Isruel’s Arabs beyond any 
measure warranted by their own situation. For it is folly to believe 
that the Green Line, which the government has repeatedly declared 
to be null and void, could he restored merely in order to fence 
off Nazareth and Sakhnin from Nablus and Ramallah. 

The continued political and military repression of the West 
Bankers, even if in the name of an incipient autonomy, is bound 
sooner or later lo affect the thinking of Arabs within Israel. 

The peucefulness of yesterday's Land Day should not lead anyone 
in authority into illusion on this score. 
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in Paris 
THE SHOCKING murder of 
Israeli diplomat Ya'acov Bar- 
Siman-Tov in broad daylight in 
Paris comes as a reminder of the 
ongoing war that has been pres- 
sed against israel by the forces 
of Palestinian terrorism, at times 
acting through the agency of in- 


ternational terrorist organiza- 
lions affiliated with it. 


Other Israeli diplomats have 
been murdered in Turkey and in 
the U.S. and many others have 
been subject to unsuccessful ter- 
rorist attacks. This latest outrage 
would seem to be connected 
with the machinegunning, last 
Wednesday, of the Israel 
military mission in Paris, and 
possibly also to the terrorist 
bombing of a French express 
train. 


The fact that PLO sources 
have denied responsibility for 
yesterday's murder does not 
necessarily mean that it or some 
of its constituent, and at times 
dissident, bodies were not con- 
nected to the dastardly attack. 
The denial, however, is an in- 
teresting departure, for normal- 
ly, PLO sources have been wont 
lo take great pride in such 
strikes. 


The PLO's alacrity in issuing 
the denial would seem to be a 
further indicator of its interest in 
denying Israel] any pretext for 
launching an all out attack 
against PLO bases and forces in 
southern Lebanon. 


Israel has quite correctly 
made known its stand that 
proven PLO inspired attacks on 
Israeli targets from anywhere, 
and not necessarily only across 
the Lebanese border with Israel, 
would be consideed a breach of 
the cease-fire concluded with 
the PLO last July. 


The point has been made 
forcefully, and needs no con- 
stant reiteration. In fact, such 
reiteration could possibly even 
result in a boomerang effect, 
pulting the credibility of Israel's 
determined stand in question. 


Last night's transparent hint 
on Israel television news that 
Prime Minister Begin could be 
expected to view the Paris attack 
88 such a breach of the cease-fire 
was an unnecessary piece of 
sabre-rattling. 


What is needed is a deliberate 
consideration of the facts in the 
case and a responsible weighing 
of the alternative courses of ac- 
tion, or of a staying of action, 
that are available to Israel. 


Israel is fully justified in pur- 
suing its war against a PLO that 
has been waging a particularly 
murderous form of personal 
warfare against Israeli civilians 
for a decade and a half. There is 
also much to be argued in favour 
of the wisdom of continuing to 
exploil the current cease-fire 
with the PLO to Israel’s advan- 
tage. Neither, however, should 
be made hostuge to perceptions 
of momentary advantage said to 
be inherent in the linking of 
Isracli actions to the timing of its 
final withdrawal from the rest of 
Sinai three weeks hence,

WHAT WAS 50 urgent about the “Who's a Jew" bill at this per- 
ticulur juncture in Jewish history that it should have heen pressed 
with such unabashed vigour by Agudat Yisrael’s Avraham Shapira, 
even (hough to no avail? What crying need was to be served by 
rushing this long mooted amendment to the Law of Return through 
the Knesset befure it rose for the Pessah recess? Ὁ 

The crying need, we now know, was for the Hassidic Rebbe of 
Gur. a pillar of the Aguda’s Council of Sages, lo serve the new jaw as 
ἃ present to the Lubavitcher Rebbe of Brooklyn, in lime for the lat- 
ter's 80th birthday, So, to gladden the heart of ἃ rabbi who hus made 
it a matier of principle never to visit Isracl, a law whose retention in- 
tact is favoured by most Israelis had to be modified so us to fit with 
the Aguda prescription. 

Fortunately the bill never even got to be tabled, because the 
Aguda strategists realized that a left-of-centre coalition with a few 
breakaway Liberals would defeay il. Mr. Begin’s government should, 
however, be thankful for the result which prevented the emergence 
of a deep schism within world Jewry. 

The purpose of the bill was to deny recognition [Ὁ uny uel of con- 
version thal was not carried out “according to the halachu,” which in 
effect means “by an Orthodox rabbi." This would have amounted lo 
the cusling of the Conservative and Reform movements outside the 
pale, as far us Isrucl is concerned, U.S. Conservative and Reform 
leaders warned before the intended vote that their continued support 
of Israel, us Zionists, could no longer be taken for granted if the 
amendment, pushed by a tiny non-Zionist purty, were written into 
law. 

Before the vote there was some fear that the sponsors would 
retaliate for a defeat by setting off a coalition crisis. This is nol now 
likely to happen, if only because the Aguda is so pleased by the 
benefits it receives from supporting the Likud. Besides, it is a fact 
that while Premier Begin promised to try to persuade his party to 
back the amendment, he made no further pledge. 

But the attempt, MK Shapira let everyone know, would be 
renewed: one day he would spring a surprise on the Knesset, and 
then, “Boom! The bill will pass into law.” 

This is a standing danger. The bill, it should be concedgd, has,one 
seemingly good argument going for it, which may seen plausible even 
to the non-observant mind. Conversion, it is argued, is a halachic 
concept, therefore to be proper any conversion must be carried out 
“according to halacha.” But the argument is not plausible, and it flies 
in the face of the Supreme Court's jurisprudence. 

In the famous case of Brother Daniel the court ruled that the Law 
of Return, being a civil and not a rabbinical law, is not necessarily to 
be interpreted according to the halacha — and in fact it ruled against 
a halachic interpretation, The question “Who's a Jew” must clearly 
be answered in reference to the specific law under which it is raised, 
and halacha may be irrelevant, in whole or in part. ᾿ 

For the purpose of the Law of Return the issue is merely, which 
person should be considered as 8 Jew so as to acquire the right of 
citizenship upon admission to the Jewish state. Analogies abound in 
the civil law. The Sabbath, too, is a halachic concept. Yet no-one 
proposes to the Knesset that the law governing public conduct on the 
Sabbath must strictly conform to halacha. . 

The Law of Return, a product of pressure by the NRP as it stands, 
must not, of course, be viewed as immune to change.

Whose war hysteria? 


THERE is widespread anticipation around the world, nut least inside 
Israel itself, that within the next fex d and an ery case μα later 
than April 26, Israeli troops, all two divisions of them thut are said to 
be poised on the northern frontier, muy be ordered to launch u 
mussive strike inlo southern Lebanon, and lo advance all the αν up 
to the outskirls of Beirut, 

᾿ The official reason will be u series of PLO acts, nolably the murder 
in Paris of diplomat Yu'acov Bar-Simuntoy, which Israel — though 
hot necessurily the U.S., which helped negoliale it — considers u bla- 
tant violution of lust July's ceuse-fire. Tre operational purpuse, 
however, will be to smash the PLO force in southern Lebanon, und 
its entire infrastructure, and possibly ulso 10 remove the Syrizn mis- 
siles from the Βεκα ἃ Valley, 

Inevitably, this has bred apprehension of a major war und a wider 
conflict. 

In Washington the State Deparment spokesman — with Israel 
plainly in mind — has called for “utmost restraint,” Suggesting that 
“this is the time for maximum caution," 

. Some officials in Washington have pointed out that there is no 
“hard evidence” of any edtual Israeli plan to march into Lebanon. 
Nevertheless, the feeling seems to be that this time Isruel is finuily on 
the brink of action, ᾿ 

The same feeling is shared by more than a few people within this 
country, A group of Labour members of the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Commiltee issued an appeal Friday against a “military 
adventure” on the Lebanese border. 

~Officiafly Jerusalem has remained tight-lipped about the spate of 
Tumours concerning a possible Israeli action in Lebanon, while at the 
same time deorying them as “hysterical.” Thus Mr. Begin's press 
spokesman hus insultingly rapped the group of protesting Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence committee members for “whipping up an artificial 
hysteria without proper knowledge of the facts." 


Why “hysteria? Surely not because Israel has no intention ~ 


whatever of actually taking action in Lebanon. If that were the case, 

4 simple statement denying all the war rumours would have been 

enough. 

Is it, then, because an Israeli thrust into Lebanon would be a 
“walkover” — a simple, surgical operation that would dispose of the 
PLO and all its works in one fell swoop, without causing anyone else 
to so much as bat an eyelid? But that is precisely what very few pea- 
Ple outside of Mr. Begin’s immediate circle take for granted, Most 
People in this country still remember the less than spectacular 
Success of the 1978 Litani Operation in clearing southern Lebanon of 
the PLO and the events leading to the last cease-fire. 

At will not do then, to disparage as “hysterical” ἃ reasoned mis- 
giving about a major war that might be launched, for the first time in 
the country's history, on a flimsy excuse nol amounting to a genuine 
casus belli, without the support of ἃ nalional consensus — possibly 
even without full cabinet agreement --- In outright deflance of the 
U.S., and which rather than rid Israel of the incubus of the PLO

An “artificial hysteria" is rather what government and military 
leuders have been whipping up in the past few days, in the apparent 
hope of softening up public opinion at home, even if not abroad, in 
Preparation for some large-scale action in, Lebanon.

U.S. television networks on Fri- 
day reported that two Israeli ar- 
moured divisions were poised to 
strike in the north. But on Saturday, 
ABC News weakened its earlier 
reports, saying that an Israeli strike 
was probably not imminent.

Gun used to slay 
Israeli diplomat 
tied to 2 attacks 


Israel continues to hold the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
responsible for the murder of 
diplomat Ya'acov Bar-Simantov in 
Paris on April 3, sources in 
Jerusalem said last week. 

“All the strings lead to the PLO,” 
one official said, 

This ceaffirmation of who [srael 
holds respunsible for the slaying fol- 
lowed a statement in Paris by 
French External Relations Minister 
Claude Cheysson that there was no 


.proof the PLO had been involved, 


Cheysson also ruled out Israel's 
proposal that the PLO's Paris office 
be closed, 

According to Paris police, the 
weapon used to murder Bar- 
Simantov is the same one used in 
the ‘Paris murder of another foreign 
diplomat and in an attack on a third. 


An official report by police bal- 
listics experts said that beyond 
doubt the same Czechoslovakian- 
made 7.65 mm automatic pistol was 
used in the ambushes which started 
last November. 


A guerrilla group calling itself the 
“Lebanese Revolutionary Armed 
Faction" has claimed responsibility 
for ail three attacks to news agen- 
vies in Beirut, 


The experts’ report said the same 
pistol killed U.S. military attache 
Lieutenim-Colonel Charles Ray, 
on January t8 and in the attempt on 
the life of acting U.S. Ambassador 
Christian Chapman on November 
12. Chapman escaped uninjured by 
‘diving behind a car, 


In Riyadh, the Saudi state radio 
last condemned the slaying of Bar- 
Simantov as an “inhuman and il- 
legal act."

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Golan Druse strike

Druse, Sheikh Salman Taher Abu 


Saleh, was quoted by the Rakah 
(Communist) spokesman last 
weekend as supporting the Druse 
strike. 

The Rakah spokesman also said 
that Sheikh Salman Taher told the 
Communist delegation that he has 
returned his [Ὁ card to the Interior 
Ministry. This statement con- 
tradicts rumours that the sheikh 
decided to keep his ID card and. 
that some members of his family 
have thanked the government for its 
“generosity” ‘in giving them ID 
cards. 

A Rakah delegation which in- 
cluded three MKs — Meir Wilner, 
Charlie Biton and Tewfik Zayyad -— 
with the addition of advocate 
Felicia Langer, who represents 
almost all of the Druse ad- 
ministrative detainees, visited the 
sheikh at his residence.

Only some 200 persons turned up to 
shure the feast with Tehiya MKs 
Geula Cohen, Hanun Porat and 
Yuval Ne’cmuan, instead of the 2,000 

Predicted by the movement. 
Elsewhere in the country, most 


families gathered in private homes - 


for the iradilional seder, com- 
Memorating w much earlier exodus 
from Egypt, that of the Israelites, 
led by Moses, over 3,000 years ago. 

On MI. Gerizim overlvoking the 
West Kank town of Nablus, the an- 
cient community of Samaritans also 
eelebruled Pessuh in its own 
iraditionnt way, with the sucrifice of 
a lamb. 

Thursday. thausunds of Israelis 
headed for the vuldoors in all parts 
of the country to see the unnual 
spring display of wild flowers and ta 
enjoy other forms of recreation. 
Hotels in every city and town ure 
reported full with both local and 
foreign guests. The Tourism 
Ministry estimates that 105,000 
visitors have arrived from ubroud. 

The foreigners include many 
Christians who have come to 
velehrate Ester, in the Holy Lund, 

Ben-Gurion Airporl was jammed 
on Wednesday with incoming und 
outgoing passengers. The situation 
was compounded by # go-slow 
strike of wirport refuellers.

Another convict, however 
cclebrated the seder at the Abu 
Kabir lockup in Jaffa after he was 
cnught trying to steal a car in Tel 
Aviv. The man, 29, had been given 
leave from Ma‘asiyahu Prison to 
spend Pessuh with his family. 

While most of the country's resi- 
dents were cuting »atzor and telling 
the story of the Exadus, police were 
on double duty to deter burglars 
hoping to take advantage of many 
fumilies’ absence from home, One 
theft of 80 chickens from a 
storeroom in Tel Aviv was reported, 
and in Tel Aviv's Hatikva Quarter a 
flat wis burned down while its occu- 
pants were atiending a seder 
neurby.

Yamit: The final act

SINAI'S wild winds swept into the 
last community of Jews still there on 
the eve of Pessah. 

Sand that had once been held ata 
distance by gardens, roads and 
endless sweeping has crept up on 
the outlying roads, A two-storey vil- 
{a, overlooking green gardens and 
fielda of a moshay, is now a 
skeleton, Windows, doors, roof, in- 
terior walls have all been removed. 
Somewhere between Pessah and 
Remembrance Day a bulldozer will 
demolish the skeleton, 

And in the town of Yamit, which 
promised its residents a better life 
than in smog-ridden Tel Aviv, or 
traffic-congested Jerusalem, packs 
of teenagers with kippot and the 
beginning of beards wander the 
streets. They hold books of religion 
and exchange stories of how they 
dodged army patrols, Some of them 
had broken Into apartments or 
blockhouse-like cottages. Some 
make use of sleeping-bags; others 
stay up and hope for the arrival of 
soldiers, and the confrontation that 
will assist their future in politics. 

“It's a ghost town," Suys one 
Yamit founder, who's still to sign 
the agreement about compensa- 
lion: 

“It's the Wild West,” says a 
Teporter who is covering the town, 


THE OBSTINATE founder of 
Yamit talks about living in the “here 
and now." He's avoiding thinking 
about the past and future. The 
future, in particular, worries him. 
But he was born in Siberia and has 
lived through a lot. “I'll manage,” 
he says. “I don’t need the room at 
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the Beersheba Absorption Centre 
or a tent at the Waillng Wall, or out- 
side the Knesset.” ᾿ 

When we pull into town we see 
about 75 teenagers crowding 
around Kol Yisrael's mobile broad- 
casting station, a dark-green van 
parked not far From the war 
memorial that Geula Cohen's son 
and his friends have occupied. 

“Parasites, liars,” the teenagers 
are shouting, led by a Golan resi- 
dent whose wife became famous 
when she was filmed screaming as a 
pair of women soldiers tried to pry 
her loose from one of the wooden 
frame windows at Hatza Adar. 
Somebody has crawled into the 
broadcasting van, and threatens to 
pluck the wires out. 


THE ENTIRE showdown in Yamit 
is clearly for the journalists. 
Everybody needs them. The prime 
minister needs them to prove that 
he means whal he says about giving 
back Sinai — that's what the cranes 
working 24 hours a day, at a cost of 
as many millions as the value of the 
property they are relocating to the 
north are all about. | 


EARLY IN the morning the Beduin 
women are in the drying wheat 
fields between Yamil and Sadot. 
They pick the green stalks. Graceful 
in their black robes, they pick the 
green stalks. As 1 pass in the car 
they fifi the corner of their hoods to 
cover their facos, A litule boy sits on 
a camel watching the traffic and the 
hitchhiking protestors against the 
withdrawal.

Abdication of leadership 


The Post's YOSEF GOELL in this opinion piece takes the 
government to tusk for failing to provide moral support to the 
Sinai settlers ‘who cumes as pioneers and now feel abandoned,’ 


INTHE WEEK of the commemora- 
tion of ancient [srael's Exodus from 
Egypt, it is safe Lo predict that in 
less than three weeks modern 
Ssrael will have completed its third 
withdrawal from Egyptian Sinai. 

The late Anwar Sadat's insistence 
on the return of every last inch of 
“holy Egyptian soil and his 
readiness to compromise temporari- 
ly — in deed if not in word — over 
Menachem Begin's own dedication 
to the “holy tie” between Israel and 
the ancestral territories of Judea 
and Samaria, determined the nature 
of the peace agreement between the 
two countries, 

Sadat also bequeathed a reading 
of Israel and its leader to his succes- 
sors, which has proved to be ac- 
curate; Begin is a hard man to 
bargain with, but a man of his word 
in honouring agreements, 

It is only right to stress again and 
again Isracl’s determination to 
adhere to the peace agreement, 
despite the replacement of the ear- 
ly, one-sided euphoria in Israel with 
a much more realistic appreciation 
of the limits of peace in the light of 
reality. 


THE REAL COST to Israel's 
secucity — or the benefit to its deep 
interest in an abiding peace with the 
Arabs — that is entailed in ceding 
all of Sinai to Egypt, will only 
become clear in time. The psy- 
chological costs of some ostensibly 
marginal spin-offs from the 
withdrawal process, however, are 
already becoming evident. 

It may even be that in the long 
run some of these by-products will 
have a lasting and profound effect, 
perhaps equal to that of the 
withdrawal itself, Consider the fol- 
lowing: ‘ 
O The Abdication of Leadership: 
During my periodic’ visits to the 
Yamit and Rafiah Salient areas over 
the past three years,,one question 
invariably cropped up: “Why hasn't 
Begin come to talk to us and be with 
us in our hour of need?” 

Indeed,-one of the gnawing ques- 
tions surrounding these difficult 
three-and-a-half years has to do 
with this very impression of an ab- 
dication of leadership and respon- 


sibility the wake of a traumatic deci- 
sion. 

Not only has Begin failed to ap- 
pear in Yamit to offer moral support 
and Jeadership 10 settlars who came 
as pioneers and now feel aban- 
doned, his ministers and other 
government leaders have also been 
conspicuously absgnt, Ὁ 


This abdicatidn of political 
leadership and responsibility wus 
made all the more obvious recently 
when President Yitzhak Navon visited 
Yamit to perform the very function 
that Begin should have taken upon 
himself. 

In 1956, Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurion waxed lyrical over the 
prospect of a Great Israel Com- 
monwealth which he believed had 
been opened up by the whirlwind 
conquest of Sinai that fall. 


When it became’ clear several 
months later that Israel would have 
to evacuate every inch of Sinai ahd 
the Gaza Strip, which had been 
used as a base for murderous 
Sedayeen attacks on helpless Israeli 
civilians, Ben-Gurion took the lead 
in explaining to the people, over and 
over again, the painful, but realistic, 
facts of political life which compel- 
led Israel to return to its pre- 
October 1956 lines, 

That was an example of how 
teadership should function in adver- 
sity. ᾿ 

The present decision to return all 
of Sinai to Egypt and to withdraw 
from the Yamit area was the civilian 
equivalent of a military decision ta 
tactically retreat. In long wars, such 
retreats are often essential for the 
eventual attainment of broader, 
long-term strategic objectives. 

An ‘such situations, the role of 
leadership in malntaining morale 
and in inspiring continued dedica- 
tion to the larger goals is particular- 
ly crucial. Ε 
Money grubbing and the plague 
-of lawyers: Yamit is not the fitst: 
area of Jewish settlement from 
which Israel has had to withdraw. 
There were Mishmar Hayarden, 
Neve Ya'acov and Atarot, Gush Et- 
zion and Belt Ha’arava and the 
Jewish Quarter of -the Old City of 
Jerusalem, during the. 1948 War of 
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Independence. 

There were real (sraeli war 

refugees then and civilian prisoners- 
of-war who had ta be repatriated 
from captivity in Jordan. All were 
compensated and helped to start 
new lives, within the limits of the 
slim capacities of the dirt-poor, 
newly born State of Israel, But there 
was no money-grubbing then. 
a A return to Oy Veh Judaism: 
For close to 2,000 years of exile, 
during which Jews were nearly uni- 
que in their powerlessness, they 
developed the habit of collectively 
groaning Oy Heh! us an alternative 
to action after every national 
calamity. 

The disdain for the Diaspora 
which early Zionist settlers in- 
culcated into their children was ἃ 
reflection of their determination to 
transform Jews into musters of their 
own collective fate, ‘ 

One of the impressive achieve- 
ments which followed the creation 
of the Sate of Israel was the psy- 
chological change which infused 
Jewish immigrants from the 
Diaspora with jist such a sense of 
their own power and of a mastery 
over their own fate. 

There has been a great deal of 
empty posturing among the clresl- 
beaters, statement-issuers and 
threateners within the antl- 
withdrawal movement. τ΄ 5 

One of the dangers entailed in 
this posturing is the premium the 
anti-withdrawal leaders have pul oo 
the education of their naive young 
followers in a belief in miracles, the 
power of the word, and in. the 
politics of unreason and unreality. 

This penchant constitutes 8 
dangerous retreat from the mixture 
of sweeping idealism laced. 
hard political realism which proved 
so effective in achieving the first 
stage of the Zionist goal “of Jewish 
self-determination.” . — 

It is essential for people who are 
engaged in a protracted war of sur 
vival to emphasize unity and to 
maintain a high level of morale even 
in temporary adversity. —- i

Banks dodge liquidity regulations 


Post Economic Reporter 


In the Lost two months the coun- 
try's commercial banks have used 
loopholes in Bank of Israel reguta- 
lions to support the prices oftheir 
shures amounting ta some 
[S3.5billion, with the result that 
they excceded the central bank's 
credit ceilings by about 1S2b. To do 
so the banks circumvented liquidity 
tegulations, The Jerusalem Post 
learned last week. 


To support their shares, the banks 
hud to import some $150 million 
from overseas, which they conver- 
ted into Isracli currency and 
transferred to their subsidiaries — 
mutual funds, affiliated companies 
und others — which then used the 


money to buy up the banks' shares. 

One of the ways in which the, 
banks avoided high penalties for ex- 
ceeding the officlal liquidity ratios’ 
— the umount of credit they are 
permitted ‘to grant against cash 
deposits — was by retroactively 
buying, on behalf of large customers 
receiving cash, Negotiable Déposit 
Certificates (TAPAS). 

These have lower liquidity re- 
quirements than regular current ac- 
counts, so that the banks were able 
to show higher fiquidity ratios in 
their weekly statements to the Bank 
of Israel, and thereby avoided the 
high penalties involved in exceeding 
them. At the same time the banks 
were uble to use more of the cash αἱ 
their disposal for credits granted to 


Support their share prices, 

The Bank of Israel only recently 
issued instructions to the commer- 
cial banks forbidding this practice. 

According to well-placed sources 


in the Bunk of Israel, some com- 
mercial banks also seem to have 


-camouflaged part of their free 


credit market loans by channelling 
such credit through affiliated 
specialized financial institutions. 
Credit ceilings apply only to regular. 
free louns granted by the commer- 
cial bunks, und not to credits exten- 
ded by specialized banks. 


The Bunk of Israel has now 
decided to scrutinize more closely 
the entire runge of credit operations 
of these specialized bunks. 


Aguda delays pressure 
for changes at El Al

The government is under no 
Obligations to accept these recom- 
mendations, but having appointed 
the commiltee, it would at least 
consider its findings, Begin said. 

This satisfied the Aguda leaders, 
who solid after the meeting that 
there is no harm in acceding to 
Begin's request. 

Shapira had a suggestion for El 
Al: “Hf the airline ended charter 
flights, ic would more than recoup 
its losses. | am an experienced 
businessman and I know what | am 
talking about. | am sure that the 
company employcey would prefer a 
free Saturday if it were a choice 
between that and charter flights." 

Meanwhile, the Tourism Council 
has culled on the government to 
reconsider ils decision to stop El Al 
flights on Saturdays, saying that 
such a stoppage would seriously 
hurt tourism, in particular efforts to 
increase Israel's share of the inter- 
national congress market.

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Egypt urges mutual recognition

Egypt scored a significant victory 
at the Non-Aligned Foreign 
Ministers’ Conference in Kuwait 
-last week when it reportedty 
defeated a PLO bid to have its 
peace treaty with Israel condemned 
in the conference's final communi- 
que. 

According to agency reports from 
Kuwait, delegates to the conference 
said the final communique would 
express only "concern" over efforts 
to enforce those provisions of the 
Camp David accords which sought 
to determine the future of the 
Palestinian people against their will. 

It would not follow the precedent 
of the 1979 non-aligned conference 
in Havana and condemn both the 
Isracl-Egypt treaty and the Camp 
Duvid accords — as requested by 
PLO delegate Farouk Kaddoumi. 

This wus clearly u victory for 
Egypt, which was aliending its first 
major international conference In 


an Arab capital since the signing of 
the peace treaty in March 1979, 

Cairo sets considerable store by 
regaining a leading role in the non- 
aligned movement, of which it is a 
founding member, to end its 
diplomatic isolation in the Arab 
world, 


Eeypt's chief delegate, Ismat 
Abdel-Meguid, is also reported to 
have told newsmen in Kuwait that a 
“large number” of the delegates at- 
tending the conference — par- 
tlcularly those from Latin America 
and Africa — supported Egypt's 
proposal for ‘tmutual and 
simultancous recognition" between 
Israel and the Palestinians. 


Abdel-Meguid made this 
proposal in his speech before the 
conference on Tuesday night, 
without specifically mentioning the 
PLO in this connection. He did, 
however, defend the principle of 
self-determination and statehood 
for the Palestinians, and stressed the 
Arab nature of East Jerusalem. 


Syria-Iraq border sealed 


DAMASCUS. —-Syrja announced 
last week it was closing its border 
with Iraq until] further notice 
because, it said, the Baghdad 
government hud been sending 
saboteurs und weapons into Syrian 
lerrilory. 

A government statement 
declared, “Syria has been patient 
for a long time and has endured 
much as a result of these acts, but it 
has finally had to take the step of 
closing the border with Iraq to 
safeguard security." 

Damascus and Baghdad are ruled 
by rival wings of the Ba’uth Socialist 
Party and have been at loggerheads, 
with occasional reconciliations, for 


more than a decade. But tension 
between them has reached new 
heights over the last 19 months with 
Syria supporting Iran against [rag in 
the Gulf war, 


This latest action follows ἃ 
month-long campaign by the Syrian 
Bovernment accusing Iraq of sen- 
ding saboteurs with car bombs and 
consignments of weapons and ex- 
Plosives across the border. 


Damascus on Saturday shut down 
an Iraqi pipeline that pumps crude

THIS PESSAH, as we again make

held it, no enterprising. operator 
organised “In the Footsteps of the 
Exodus" tours, It would have been 
as good a gimmick as any. 

It would also have been a foolish 
waste of time, in the opinion of 
Bible scholar Yehuda Radday, profes- 
sor emeritus of Jewish studies at the 
Technion, who established his 
reputation for Bible scholarship last 
year when he published the results 
of a four-year computer-backed 
study that showed that contrary to 
modern "Bible criticism," the Book 
of Genesis was indeed written by a 
slngle author. 

Radday and his team of 
researchers are now engaged in a 
similar textural analysis of the se- 
cond book of the Pentateuch, Ex- 
odus, He estimated that the study 
will take two years to complete. It is 
already broken down into metres of 
computer printouts. 

In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post Rodday said that 
historians, géographera and even 
archeologists who, Bible in hand, 
try to retrace the Exodus route “are 
missing the point.” 

“The Bible Is not meant to be a 
tour-guide book but a guide of how 
to live. It’s didactic, The author or 
the authors are not interested in in- 
forming us what happened at a cer- 
tain time but rather to let us know 
what we may learn from what we 
read. The Bible gives no indication 
when or exactly how the Exedus 
was carried out “but indicates how 
the author wants us to understand 
it” 


RADDAY, WHO hastens to add 
that he sincerely believes that the 
Exodus actually took place, main- 
tains that it had to take 40 years, as 
traditionally held, because “the 
Bible's use of figures is symbolic." 

He notes: “Seven, 10, 12 and 40 
and their multiples are recurring 
numbers in the Bible and they have 
a’deeper meaning than mere 
figures, Just as colours have certain 
meaning for us today: black for 
mourning, green for hope, etc.” 

Seven, the number of planets 
known in antiquity, stands for 
divine intervention, and instructs us 
to look to Heaven, he holds. 

Ten signifies the human being 
aad the minimum to be demanded 
from him. Thus there are Ten com- 
mandments, 10 generations from 
Adam to Noah and [rom Noah to 
Abraham, {0 men to make up an 
edah or community. 

Twelve stands for perfection, like 
the perfect cycle of the year with its 
12 months and the 12 tribes of 
Israel. 

By this reasoning, Moses had to 


live 120 years, to represent the. 


“perfect human” — 10, the human, 
multiplied by 12, perfection. 


FORTY IN THE BIBLE means 
purity, through isolation and 
gradual growth. 

The Flood took 40 days to sweep 
away evil and purify the world, 
Moses spent 40 days and nights on 
Mt. Sinai before he returned with 
the Ten Commandments, and the 
Children of Israel had to spend 40 
years in the wilderness to be 
purified. 

In Radday’s view, it was therefore 
essential for the author of Exodus to 
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19th century Syrlan Seder dish inscribed in Hebrew and Arable with scenes from Pessah story and names 4 12 tribes.

relate that the Children ‘of Israel 
camped at 40 stations in the 
wilderness. However, he insists it 
would be a waste of time to try to 
find these 40 stations in Sinai today. 
In fact, the Bible itself tells us that 
of the 40 years In the wilderness the 
Children of Israel spent 38 at and 
around Kadesh Barnea. They 
reached the site on the borders of 
the Promised Land only 13 months 
after leaving Egypt, and it was from 
there that they despatched the 12 
scouts lo Cansan. 

The 40 “stations” they travelled 
to (Numbers 33) are, in Radday's 
opinion, aymboli¢ names, “and it’s 
no use looking for them on the map. 
You may as well try to find the 
Somewhere-Over-the-Rainbow.” 

The 40 years the Israelites spent 
in the wilderness with God “were as 
a honeymoon,” Radday says, In 
fact, In Jeremiah 2:2 we read of God 
saying to the People of Israel: “I 


remember the unfailing devotion of 
your youth, the love of your bridal 


days, when you followed me in the’

The story of the Exodus, Rad- 

day maintains, is a measage that tells 

us that the “God of the Bible is not 


some mathematician who makes the - 


universe work, but One Who is in- 
terested In what happens in the 
world —- and not only to the 
Israelites but also to such a super- 
power as Egypt.” 

Furthermore,’ the Bible shows 
God to be interested in human af- 
fairs and on the side of the under- 
dog, and not concerned only with 
bar relations between Man and 


In his resding of Exodus, it 
“represents a history that makes 
sense, and is nota mere chronicle of 
chance ovents. It shows- history 
governed by 8 hidden plan, with 
God intervening through: His 
angels, who are messengers. 
Anything can be His messenger: the 
bloed and frogs and lice of the ten 
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plagues as well. You can even dis- 
cern a sense of humour in the ac- 
count of the plagues, such as when 
Pharaoh's magicians, not to be out- 
done by Moses and Aaron, produce 
more blood and frogs to chastise the 
Egyptians, just to show they can.” 

The plagues, he holds, have a pat- 

tern, occurring in ascending order 
of seriousness from mere nuisances, 
like the blood and frogs, to the 
desth of cattle and finally of all 
Egyptian sons. 
* Radday declares: “This is not 
history, but a kneading of historical 
raw material into a message. The 
miracles — which is.a poor transla- 
tion for the Hebrew words used, 
‘nes’ or ‘peleh’ — are God's mes- 
sengors too.” 

Noting that the Bible tells of 
many “nissim” (miracles) but very 
few “pla’im™ (wonders), Radday 
contends that a “nes” in the Blbleis 
an event that may occur in nature 
but has a very low statistical 
probability, whereas a “peleh” is 
something supernatural. To il- 
lustrate, he says that “8 sustained 
rainfall in summer in this country 
would be a “ness,” possible but most 
unlikely. But if the rain fell upwards 
from earth to cloud, thet would bea 
“peleh.” 

The ten plagues, then, except for 
the death of all Egyptian firstborn 
sons, can be defined as ‘‘nes,” not 
because of the mere fact that they 
occurred but because they hap- 
pened in an orderly pattern and ina 
limited time frame. ᾿ 

The death of the firstborn sons is 
tore difficult to accommodate in 
this frame, because the Egyptian 
women of that time were notorious- 
ly promiscuous and it was hard to 
tell who was a genuine firstborn.

THE PAINFUL, almost traumatic, 
episode of Israel's total withdrawal 
‘from Sinai should arouse ἃ new in- 
terest in the ancient Exodus of the 
Children of Israel from Egypt. 

The territory reached by Israeli 
troops in the southwest during the 
Yom Kippur War revived memories 
of the ancient settling in Egypt of 
the Patriarch Jacob and his family. 
Tarael Defence Force troops were 
stationed In that same section of 
Egypt that our forefathers inhabited 
millenia ago, Goshen (Genesis 
47:27). University professors came 
to survey the area in an effort to 
resolve the long-disputed question 
of exactly where our forefathers 
crossed the Red Sea. 

Now, ‘with Israel's withdrawal 
from all of the territory claimed by 
Egypt to be Egyptian — a very 
doubtful claim from the point of 
view of long-time history — 
speculation must be transferred 
from the realm of geography to that 
nt amigen Is this new Exodus 
fro pt, with the glimpse it gives 
ug of ae ay of once and for 
all establishifig-peace with our Arab 
neighbours, a postive move advan- 
tageous to Israel? Or does it repre- 
sent a withdrawal from a atrategic 
position that can only increase the 
tisk to Israel's security? 


BEFORE COMPARING further 
the Exodus of today with the Ex- 
odus of an ancient yesterday, let us 
review briefly the place that the lat- 
ter occupies in our religious thought 
and ritual. The Tora commands us 
to remember the departure from 
Egypt every day of our lives 
(Deuteronomy 16:3). In order to 
comply with this commandment we 
recite twice daily the third chapter 
of the Shema, which concludes with 
the statement, “Il am God, your god, 
Who took you out of the lend of 
Egypt to be your god” (Numbers 
15:41), Indeed, when God revealed 
Himeelf to the Children of Israel at 
Mount Sinai, He introduced 


Himself as the god Who took them / 


out of Egypt (Exodus 20:2), ; 
The elaborate ritual of the Pe: 
Seder is designed to remind prboth 


of our bondage in Egypt 21d of our 
departure from there.” 

Lange time we recite the Kid- 
-dush on Sabbaths and festivals we 
say, “zecher lyptziat Mitzraim”™ — 
“a commomofation of the depar- 
turé from Egypt.” 

We are bidden to learn many Jes- 
sons from our ancient experisnce in 
‘Egypt’ Primary among them.{s the 
knowledge that God took us out of 
Egypt for a dual purpose: to give us 
the Tora and to bring us to the land 
He promised to the Patrlarchs, Only 
in the Promised Land Eretz Yisrael, 
the Land of Israel, can we fulfil aif 
the mitzvot of the Tora and fulfill 
our destiny to be “a kingdom of 
Priests and a holy nation.” We must 
Tegard life in the Galut, in Exile, as 
an abnormal condition. 

We remember Egypt and our 
departure from there in order to 
deepen our abhorrence of ser-. 
vitude. We remember Egypt and 
our suffering there in order to 
sharpen our sensitivity to suffering 
everywhere and enhance our sym- 
pathy for the stranger in our midst. 
“Deo not oppress the alien, for you 
know how it feels to be an alien; you 
were alicna youselyos in Egypt" (Ex- 
odus 23:9). “Love the alien, for you 
Once lived as aliens in Egypt” 
{Deuteronomy 10:19).

our situation today, having es- 
tablished our sovereign state and 
witnessing what many call “the 
beginning of the sprouting of our 
final Redemption”? An analysis of 
our contemporary Exodus, though 
it differs'in many respects from its 
ancient coustterpatt, only confirms 
the present-day relevance of those 
lessons. 

“It is evident that today's depar- 
ture from Egypt is not a flight, a 
running away, ἃ release from bon- 


‘dage. The ancient Exodus was a 


hasty departure. “Thus shall you eat 
it (the paschal lamb): you shall have 
your belt fastened, your sandals on 
our fest and your staff in your 
feed: and you shall eat it behipazon, 
in urgent haste (Exodus 12:11), 
Not so the present Exodus.

“Remember the days of old; think 
of the generations long ago” ἰβ the 
injunction of the song of Ha’azinu 
(Deutoronomy 32), the song that 
sings the lessons of Jewish history, 
Moses’ recapitulation of all that has 
taken place aince our very. begin- 
nlog agapeople, ον 
tells'us how God-found us in a 
wilderness; He cared for us; He 
made us ride on the high places and 
brought ua to a land flowing with 
milk and honey, “But Yeshurin waxed 
fat and rebelied..and forsook God 
Who made him.” - 3 
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We forget that our purpose in 
Israel is to bulld a righteous society, 
free of corruption and violence. We 
imitate the vulgarities of alMueni 
societies; we ape Materialism; we 
neglect our spiritual heritage. “IF 
they were wise, they would under- 
stand this; they would be mindful of 
the dire consequefices,” ad- 
monishes Moses, 

Fortunately, the song of Ha‘azinu 
ends on a comforting note, restoring 
our hopes and reviving our deter- 
mination to live on and pursue the 
task of building our nation in 
freedom and in peace, Gad says: “L 
will punish My advorssries and take 
vengeance on My enemiles.., for He 
will avenge the blood of His ser- 
vants... and make expiation of His 
‘people's land.” Purifying the land of 
its corruptions and prejudices; rais- 
ing the morality ag well vas the 
morale of its citizens; und extending 
a brotherly welcpme to all oft 
regardless of their country of origin. 


TO THE MANY questions we ask 
at the Seder we may add one more. 
Does the commandment to 
remember the Exodus from Egypt 
remain in full force in our times, or 
does our new situation compel us to 
dwell jess on that ancient event and 
more on contemporary events? 

This question is discussed by the 
Talmudic Sages, We find the follow- 
ing difference of opinion recorded 
in Tractate Berachot 120: “Ben 
Zoma said to the Sages, Will the Ex- 
odus be recalled in the days of the 
Messiah? Does it not say (Jeremiah 
23:7-8), ‘Behold the days are com- 
ing, says God, when they shall no 
longer say, As God lives Who 
brought the Children of Israet out of 
the land of Egypt; but, AsGod lives 
Who brought the descendants of the 
Isrdelites back from the north 
country and from all the countries 
‘to which I dispersed them..,’ " 

To this the Sages replied to him, 
“That does not mean that the Ex- 
odus will be entirely displaced [from 
our memories]; but that the 
redemption from bondage to the 
various kingdoms will take first 
place and the Exodus from Egypt 
will become secondary.” 

The time hes come when the 
history of our own times must be 
seen in its proper perspective. We 
must not only recall the past but 
also recognize ‘the significance of 
the present and the promise it holds 
for the future. 

The withdrawal from Sinai, seen 
in the perspective of Jewish history, 
is an episode in a long chronicle that 
has always pointed to an exalted 
goal, the creation of a society that 
will be “a light unto the nations* 
through its translation of Prophetic 
ideala into the dally routine of our 
lives, ᾿ 

If in recent years we have lost 
sight of that goal, now is the occa- 
sion and opportunity to redirect our 
vision and continue our national 
development on the soil of the Holy 


* Land-with -a-new sense of dedica- 


tlon. The means to achieve this 
goal is through the proper educa- 
tion of our youth, making them 
aware of the divine purpose of the 
Jewish people's Redemption. Then’ 
wl ‘it ‘come to. pass that (Isaiah 
54313): "All your children shall be 
taught of God, and ‘your children 
shall enjoy great prosperity,

Out there, toting 


...was Bombay-born maestro Zubin Mehta, 


when the Israel Philharmonic Orchestra invited him 


to substitute for Eugene Ormandy in 1961. 


Twenty years later, Mehta was appointed the IPO’s 
music director for life. ROBERTA ELLIOT reports. 


AS GUSTAV MAHLER'S master- 
piece, the vast Fifth Symphony, 
winds up to its final riveting five 
minutes, the atmosphere in the 
Mann Auditorium is as taut as the 
strings of the concertmaster’s fid- 
dle. On the podium, fairly dancing 
and weaving, is Zubin Mehta, the 
only one in the house at home with’ 
the intensity, musical and 
otherwise, that he is generating. 

This evening he has done if not 
the impossible, well, st least the 
improbable. He has upstaged the 
consummate musicianly show- 
manship of James Galway, who 
carlier in the programme had 
seduced the audience with his 
tremendous talent and his winning 
ways, Now, only an hour later, the 
audience is hard put to remember 
the man with the golden flute. 

Zubin Mchta, music director of 
the Israel Philharmonic. He is the 
man who became the first music 
director of an orchestra that for the 
first 40 years of its existence never 
had a permanent director. He is 
among the most famous non- 
political figures in the world with a 
formal long-term commitment to 
Israel. And, as everyone knows, he 
isn't even Jewish. A fact which un- 
derscored the recent controversy 
created when he spearheaded (with 
the full support of orchestra and 
management) a drive to perform 
Wagner here. In the end, the IPO 
responded by making him music 
director for life, 


SEVERAL DAYS have elapsed 
since the Mahler performance. In 
the interim Mehta has driven to 
Sharm e¢-Sheikh to say goodbye to 
the Sinai. Now, tanned and al ease, 
he sits in his hotel room, perfectly 
agreeable 10 be interviewed on one 
condition: no mention of the 
Wagner controversy, 


“Enough has already been said" 


about whal happened. At the mo- 
ment nothing is going on, we have 
no plans to play Wagner. Please, 
let's just let it lie," he says firmly. 

On the other hand, he is eager to 
tilk about the love affair that has 
been going on between him and the 
IPO for over 20 years. 

“Tn 96} {was called to substitute 
for Eugene Ormandy, He got sick, 
and they'd heard of this Indian out 
there looting his horn, so they cul- 
led him,” the Bambiy-born maestro 
recalls with a smile. “It was success- 
ful. But even more, the most im- 
portunt break a young artist or con- 
ductor can get, is to be invited back. 
Twas. Thank God, it hasn't stopped. 

“The relationship developed over 
the nest few yeurs, but the real 
closeness came in [966, when T sub- 
slituted Tor Giulini, and took the 
orchesira an tour to Australia and 
New Zealand. Before that 1 had 


come to Israel every other year — 
63, "65 — to do my uswal three- 
week series, But on that tour I really 
got to know the orchestra.” 

Several years later, in 1969, 
Mehta was asked to become the 
orchestra's first music director, but 
his contract 88 music director of the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic 
precluded him from assuming that 
title elsewhere, ἡ 

“So we decided on the title of 
music adviser, but 1 was never just 
an erzes geber,” Mehta chuckles, 
pleased with his knowledge of Yid- 
dish. In 1977, when he left Los 
Angeles to become music director 
of the New York Philharmonic, his 
title in Israel was changed officially. 
“But as far as I'm concerned it was 
just a technicality, because that's 
what I had been doing all along.” 

When at the end of last year the 
orchestra named him music director 
for life, the normally articulate con- 
ductor was, as television audiences 
saw, lefl speechless. Even now, as 
he describes the surprise announce- 
ment at an orchestra party following 
his last autumn concert, the words 
come with difficulty, 

“Lord, | was just overcome. They 
really didn't have'to do that. [t's the 
greateat honour they could have paid 
me, and it's even more meaningful, 
knowing lt was decided by the musi- 
cians themselves," Then, alter a 
moment's pause, he adds with a 
twinkle, "The way I see it, there are 
only two of us around for life — 
Duvalier in Haiti and myself!" 


TITLE or no title, Mehta will con- 
tinue to divide his time between 
New York and Israel, tt is not un- 
common for a major conductor to 
maintain posts in two orchestras, In 
that exclusive club of world-class 
orchestras to which the [PO 
belongs, qualified conductors are in 
short supply, so the orchestras share 
them, For years, Sir Georg Solti has 
been jetting between Vienna and 
Chicago; Seiji Ozawa conducts in 
Boston and Paris; Claudi Abbado 
lends orchestras in Milan and 
London. a 

Mehta's contractual commitment 
in New York is for 60 concerts each 
season, which leaves roughly 14 
weeks of his yearly schedule for 
Israel. But unlike many of his col- 
jengues, he does almost no guest 
conducting, in order to be able to 
concentrate on his two orchestras. 
And, not surprisingly, he bristles at 
the implication that the IPO gets a 
raw deal from him. 

“Tam involved in everything (hat 
happens musically to this orchestra 
—~ engaging players, rehearsing 
players, doing concerts with the 
players. und firing players — you 
know, the whole spectrum,” he 
says. 


f 


“Although I've never discussed it 
with them, [ suspect that the reason 
they finally decided to hire a music 
director In 1977 was first of all to be 
their ‘heavy' — they needed someone 
to do the dirty work. But more than 
that, it’s because an orchestra 
without a director eventually 
becomes an orchestra without a 
face, T give it direction and musical 
faces,” 

One way Mehta asserts himself is, 
of course, in programming, one of 
the more time-consuming aspects of 
his job. 

“Every time I come here I'm in- 
undated with programme meetings, 
I approve all the programmes for 
guest conductors — you don't think 
that it takes more than ten minutes 
to approve my own programmes, do 
you?” he jokes. “The problem is 
that every guest conductor who 
comes here wants to conduct 
Mahler, and that's impossible." 

Getting the guest artists and con- 
ductors Mehta wants to guide the 
orchestra when he's not here is a 
troublesome matter. 

“Ifyou would take my list of ideal 
artists and conductors, and com- 
pare it with the published program- 
me, you would see two very dif- 
ferent lists,” he says, hinting at the 
difficulties in bringing top-rate ar- 
lists to Israel. 


THE ISRAEL Philharmonic, unlike 
comparable orchestras elsewhere, 
has two major drawbacks: time and 
money. Most orchestras hiring 
guest artists ask for one, or at most 
two, weeks of the musicians’ time. 
Tho [PO's standard series of 12 con- 
certs lasts three weeks, a major 
chunk ‘out of the time of heavily. 
booked artists, 

Then there is always Israel's 
economic situation, Artisis who 
would normally command hand- 
some fees in the five-figure range 
(between $10,000 and $15,000 per 
concert) are simply out of the ques- 
tion for an orchestra whose 
operating budget this year is $4.8m., 
roughly half that of the top-rank 
USS. orchestras, 

However, a tradition has 
developed between the IPO and 
some of the major Jewish artists 
which exists nowhere else in the 
world. Artists like isaac Stern, 
Itzhok Perlman, Leonard Bernstein, 
Daniel Barenboim, Pinkas 
Zukerman and Henryk Szeryng, all 
come either for free, or (or expenses 
only. But with a few of them Mehta 
hus o special bone to pick. 

“T must say that among the top 
Jewish artists, there are some who 
feel that they can come here 
whenever they want — \t's their job 
security. And 1 don't like that. 
There should be a commitment on 
their part to come every season, like 


a 


Itzhak and Lennie. Lennie comes 
here every season — we respect him 
for that and will do anything for 
him, But others don’t" — an ob- 
vious allusion to some of the Israelis 
who have achieved international 
fame. 

“T wish you'd put this in print,” 
he continues, warming to the sub- 
ject, “Sometimes | have to talk to 
their parents. For instance, recently 
I had to speak with Pinky's mother, 
Pinky wasn't going to come to this 
year's Huberman centenary, when 
we are going to have a week of wall- 
Lo-wall violinists. 501 told wamishke 
here, 'You know, in December "82, 
when all these people are here and 
your son isn't one of them, don't 
you come to me and ask, ‘Why isn't 
Pinkele here?” 


BUT LOYALTY (and occasional 


disloyalty) to the [PO are not con- 


fined to the Kosher-Nostra (New 
York slang for all of those men- 
tioned above, who form the core of 
the world's most talented musi- 
cians). 

James Galway came for a 
minimum fee, and Mehta himself 
has a special arrangement with the 
management, 


“Tf you think I make here what a ἢ 


music director makes... it's a joke, | 
tell you, 1 make very little more 
than a guest conductor. This 
orchestra is so poor. Take tours, for 
instance, Everybody thinks tours 
are great, but do you know that 
every time we go on tour, we lose 
$200,000?" 

No matter, tours are important 
for orchestras, Mehta explains, 
looking forward to the IPOs tour of 
North and South America in May. 
“First of all, any orchestra needs ex- 
posure from the musical standpoint, 
or it becomes stale. It's the same 
with sports. Maccabi Tel Aviv can't 
play every day of their life here. 


They have to go all over the place. ' 


“But touring is even more impor- 
tant for our orchestra than for 
others, because this country is los- 
ing friends fast. And it is really the 
cultural organizations, more than 
any Knesset committee that goes on 
hasbara, which win friends for this 
country. Take an anti-Semitic 
coun like Argentina, When we 
were there two years ago, we had 
five performances with standing 
ovations. If we converted ten peo- 
ple in that auditorium, then I'm 
happy.” ; 


“This particular tour, coming. 


when it does, is of crucial impor- 


26." 


Mehta has just finalized cultural’ 
exchange arrangements with Egyp- 


lian officials. “The agreement, as it 
Stands now, is that 1 myself will go 


to Cairo to train their orchestra in 
June, and in November, on the an- 
niversary of Sadat's Jerusalem visit, 
we will go to Egypt for a brief tour." 


RETURNING to the subject of 
conductors, Mehta says, “You 
know, the favourite conductors of 
this orchestra haven't all been 
Jewish — Giulini, Barbirolli, 
Charles Munch. If someone comes 
to Israel, it's not because he's 
Jewish.” 

So why does he come? 

His reasons are plentiful, ranging 
one might say, from the ridiculous 
to the sublime, The (PO, unlike 
American orchestras, is ἃ 
cooperative, meaning (hat the musi- 
cians themselves, and not 1 board of 
directors. are the decision-makers, 
determining policy. 

“I've grown up with both systems, 
and, in the long run, 1 prefer the 
cooperative hands down. You know 
why? Because you can talk rational- 
ly with these musicians. And even if 
they don't agree with me, we're on 
such a lriendly footing that instead 
of throwing the book at me, they 
simply tell me. These guys never 
even wished they had ἃ union to 
deal with me, at least | don’t think 
so," he says, alluding to the power- 
ful American Federation of Musi- 
cians, a union to which every 
professional orchestra musician in 
the U.S. belongs. 

“In North America it's getting to 
the point where the musicians sit 
twenty-four hours a day, trying to 
figure out how not to work, Do you 
know, 1 once did a Beethoven 
festival where the strings com- 
plained that the trombones were not 
working enough!" : 

He makes a passing reference to 
the orchestra's high quality, but itis 


clear that the reasons he keeps comt-_. 


ing back is a quality of another sort. 
ΜῈ come here three months ἃ 
year, which is roughly-a fourth of 


each year. And I do it with the | 
greatest pleasure because what I'm 


giving the musicians, I feet'I'm get- 
ting back a hundredfold from them 
spiritually. It’s an instinctive, spon- 
taneous music-making, It’s always 


fresh. These musicians don't stint 
‘five minutes of routine. And that 


makes it worthwhile for me to spend 
one fourth of my life here.” 

Is there anything that could make 
the maestro give up his [eracli 
orchestra? ᾿ 

“Not unless they tell me quite 
honestly one day that they want to 


"make a change. On the other hand, 
tance” he adds ominously.

The semitic 
idolaters

A NEW gallery devoted to finds 
connected with Canaanite cults and 
religion from the 14th-13th century 
B.C.E, was opened at tho Israel 
Museum recently. A quite magnifi- 
cent permanent display, it occupies 
a mezzanine floor overlooking other 
works of the Canaanite period in 
the Bronfman Archeological 
Museum, 

The gallery has been arranged by 
Curstor Miriam Tadmor and is dis- 
played with oxquisite taste; it 
foatures images of Canaanite deities 
in gold, bronze and pottery; 
ceremonial and luxury vessels of 
ivory, gold and faience; glass and 
carnelian jewellery; sculptures and 
reliefs of animals; and a fascinating 
scale model of the Fosse Temple of 
Lachish complete with miniature 
replicas of the fine vessels found in 
situ and which are displayed nearby 
or in the showcases. Even podiums 
of the temple's columns are on dis- 
play. The whole arrangement is 
backed with a giant photograph of 
Tel Lachish. 

Like the Israelites who were to 
shortly sweep them away, the 
Canaanites were an eastern Semitic 
people. They established themselves 
along the entire seaboard between 
Egypt and Turkey about five thou- 
ὯΙ years ago, replacing the earlier 
atone-age neolithic peoples who had 
first put down roots in the Yarmuk 
and Jordan valleys and in Sinai. 

Canaanite trade and cultural links 
with Egypt of the New Kingdom 
were particularly strong but they 
also had links with the Aegean and 
Mesopotamia. 

The unlucky Canaanites, whose 
culture reached ils peak during the 
second half of the second millenium 
B.C.E., were once rolled over by 
the Hyksos, but they were finally 
caught in a historical pincer move- 
ment; as Joshua was flattening their 
cities and scattering their idols, they: 
were being invaded by the sea peo- 
ples of the Aegean thus setting the. 
stage Tor the famous clashes 
between the Israciites and the 
Philistines (literally, the -‘tin- 
vadders”), Oe 

Those Canaanites who wore not 
assimilated into one side’ or the 
other, fled into oblivion. Some of 
their gods and goddesses, like. 
Astarte, were taken over. by the 
Philistines, but they too were eyen-. 
tually swept away by the militant 
monotheism of the Israelites, 


REFERENCES to the Canaanite: 
deities are familiar to us from the 


* Bible. But most of our knowledge of 


Canaanite religion is based chiefly 
on the mythological texts found at. 
Ugarit in northern Syria, where, if 1 
am not mistaken, some of the 
earliest evidence: of the Hebrew 
alphabet was also found, ὁ ὁ 
Most-of the deities on show here 
are small. One presumes that any 
monumental images were totally 
destroyed by Joshua's: men. But. 
Fosse Temple. 
they levelled at Lachll; toch 
Provided us with so many of. the. 


: Fitual and Libation. vessels on show 


here. 3 ΓΕ 
An extraordinary perfume flask , 

was found on the central altar, 

Made from a hollowed elephant, 
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tusk In the shape of a woman, it ia 
surmounted by a spoon in the form 
of a hand which has a little channel 
that enabled the precious liquid to 
drop back into the flask. It is quite 
dark grey-biue, having been burned 
Lr the final destruction of the tem- 
ple. 

- An even more dramatic find, one 
with Egyptian connotations, comes 
from another temple that stood 
nearby at the very summit of the 
mound of ‘Lachish. It is a beaten 
sheet gold plaque depicting, in 
Tepousse, a goddess standing on a 
horse instead of the usual Hon. 
Naked except for a horned hat, her 
hair ends in the typical Hathor curls 
and in each hand she holds a lotus, 
Her eye, genitals and the horse's 
eye were once inlaid with some 
other material; the plaque itself was 
probably attached to something 
else, to judge by the perforated 
edges. Was she Anat, Asherah or 
Astarte? 

Astarte was always a full-frontal 
nude and many examples of her 
abound here. Most of them were 
designed as “standing” figures but 
others, possibly depicting con- 
cubines, were depicted lying down 
on ἃ bed. The latter were found in 
graves and the most beautiful one of 
all, with her head on a bolster-like 
pillow, comes from the collection of 
Moshe Dayan recently acquired by 
the Museum. Many of these 
Tigurines were cast and some are 
displayed with their moulds. 

These figurines turn up in objects 
of everyday use too: knives, bottle 
stoppers, mirrors, though they also 
look as though they may have been 
made for ritual or royal use. One lit- 
tle head is cast in solid opaque glass, 
8 very early example of glass- 
making. 


OF NOTE are many beautiful 
cylinder seals, a device which 
originated in Mesopotamia. Rolled 
onto wet clay, the seals produce 8 
“frieze,” oflen with Hittite-like 
depictions of gods and animals. 
These were eventually replaced by 
the Egyptian scarab seals, handier 
for sealing rolls of papyrus. The 
Egyptian connection is obvious 
here. Canaanite sites at Beit Shean, 


Megiddo, Lachish, Tell cl-Ajul, Beil - 


Shemesh and elsewhere have 
yielded a trove of scarabs, some of 
them: of Egypt's Thutmose ΠῚ aiid 
Ramses IJ, IIT and IV (cof- 
respondence between .the~ King of 
Lachish and his Egyptian overlords 
was found preserved in the cl- 
Armana archives). The scarabs are 
of course in the shape of the dung 


beetle, which the Egyptians - 


believed pushed the ball of the-sut

IDF source tells how—and why—books are banned 


The IDF last week for the first 
time allowed a journalist to peruse - 
the censor's list of books banned in, 


the administered areas and exr...dozen..books translated from 


plained in an exclusive interview the 
detailed ‘reasons for each prdhibit' 
tion. : 

The list, shown to The Jerusalem 
Post, was updated through 
December 31, 1981, and is com- 
posed of 1,100 titles, including 
volumes of poetry, short stories, 
novels, history and political 
analysis, It substantially confirms 
previous IDF assertions about what, 
is on the list and what is not. 

Last month a number of Israeti 
and foreign publications, including 
The New York Times, charged that 
the IDF list-consists of 2,000-4,000 
volumes and includes such books as 
Alan Moorehead’s The White Nile 
and The Blue Nile, George Orwell's 
1984, and works by Egyptian writers 
Tewfik al-Hakim and Naguib 
Mahfouz. 
πὸ These titles do not appear on the 
comipwer print-out list, which 
serves {πὲ {Ὁ Ὁ censor's office as a 
“technical master list.” 

“The [DF censdr approves about 
99 per cent of the books for which 
inport licences are requested by 
West Bank and Gaza book-dealers 
and libraries," said a senior IDF 
source, 

Explaining the doubling of the 
number of banned books from 
about 600 in March 1981 to the pre- 
sent figure, the source pointed out 
that in 1977, some 4,624 titles were 
imported into Israel from Arab 
countries; 8,085 in 1980; and 21,342 
in 1981. The jump between 1980 and 
1981 occurred as a result of the 
opening of the Neat Sinai crossing 
point and the blossoming of book 
importation from Egypt. 

“Unlike my bank account, the 
total number of books banned can 
only increase each year,” said the 
source. 

“But for every hundred books the 
IDF has banned, thousands more, I 
am sure, have been allowed through 
— which could equally well na 
been banned,” said the source-He 
was referring to the fact that‘due to 
the volume of book traffic through 
the censor’s office,.the censor is un-,

One passage (the censor found ob- 
jectlonable in the preface of Allon's 
book reads: "Allon'’s book chal- 
lenges Arab reason with its expres- 
sion of innate arrogance and 
boundless aggression. This book is 
better than all the books we write 
on the aggressiveness of the Zionist 
movement and its designs of oppres- 
sion, and its plans to force the Arabs 
to surrender...the story of Zionist 
imperiatism in Palestine is no dif- 
ferent from the story of the Zionist 
army..." 


DARWISH'S POEMS 


In January 198], the censor bun- 
ned a Selection of Porms of Moham- 
med Darwish the noted Palestinian 
poet who hvgsin Lebanon. The cen- 
sor, explaining’ his reasons, quoted a 
passage fronia poem called Jaffa, as 
follows: “I write for the children 
about Jaffa, and its ancient port, a 
place whose stones are precious, 
whose fruits shine like stars. There 
is buried my lather and my younger 
brothers... There in Jaffa we had a 
house and a garden in which 
prevailed tranquility. And my 

‘father, an old farmer, loved the 

earth and the sun, the olives and the 
vineyards, his house and wife, and 
the trees laden with stars, And then 
came. the strangers from a hidden 
place, from Eastern Europe, and 
from the darkness of jails, arrived 
like a. pack of hungry wolves, and 
destroyed the trees and broke the 
branches and set fire to the 
granaries of stars.” 

Some half a dozen of Darwish's 
books of poetry and stories are on 
the banned list, as are the bulk of 
the ‘works of Samih el-Kassim, 
another Palestinian poet. Also 
prominent on the list are the works 
of. Ghassan Kanafani, the poet and 
PFLP spokesman killed in @ car- 
bomb explosion in Beirut in the ear- 
ly 1970s. “But some of Kanafant's 


books are allowed In,” sald the 
source, 

Also on the list are Arabic edi- 
tions of Hitler's Mein Kampfand The 
Protocols of -the Elders of Zion. 
“These book$ are anti-Semitic. If 


‘anyone ‘wants to read them for 


research purposes, they can do 30 at 
the Hebrew University-National 
Library in Jerusalem,” sald the 
source. "But not at Bir Zeit or any 
other West Bank library," he ad- 
ded, where the ban, ‘of course,” 
applies. 


The sources said that the legal un- 
derpinning for the book banning is 
the 1945 Defence Regulations, pas- 
sed by the British Mandatory 
authorities, These empower the 
censor to bun what he likes 
throughout Israel and the ad- 
ministered arens, “But we use these 
powers only selectively, only 
regarding the territories,” explained 
the IDF source. This, he said, has 
led to anomalies. On one side of the 
Green Line one can purchase or 
borrow Mein Kampf, while on the 
other side one cannot. 


Another of the translated works 
on the banned list is Maxime 
Rodinson's Israel As An Imperialist 
Reality (1981). The book is 
prohibited, according to the cen- 
sor's report, because the back cover 
has the following blurb: “Here is a 
Jewish author who is angered by the 
exploitation of the Jewish religion 
for crovked political purposes, and 
for deception and Jewish propagan- 
da...(Rodinson) refutes the alleged 
historical right (of the Jews) to 
Palestine, und he repudiates the 
(Jewish claims) scientifically and 
seriously... Then he describes the 
imperialist character of Zionism... 
and he concludes (the book) by 
justifying the Arab revolutionary 
movement and its struggte for the 
(Palestinian) return to the stolen 
lands..." 


SADAT'S FRJEND 


On the list are also a number of 
books by Yussuf al-Siba'i — a friend 
of the late Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat — who was murdered 
in Cyprus by Arab terrorists soon 
after journeying to Israel with Sadat 
on his historic first visit in 
November 1977. One book by Siba’i 
that is banned ἰ5 At‘na Assar Κα [ἃ 
(12 Men} (Cairo, 1971), a collection 
of 12 stories, one of which deals 
with an Egyptian soldier during the 
1948 battle for Yad Mordechai, On 
page 192 Siba'i writes:

Begin lashes radio 


Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
last week denied saying that Kol 
Yisrael was anti-Zionist and anti- 
state.

The censor’s permit for cach 
book's importation is good for one 
year only. ΔΑ year hence a new, dif- 
ferent editign may be, issued, with 
the same title, Alzo, it gives the cen- 
sor a secohd chance to go over the 
book to see if it contains subversive 
material missed on the first time 
round,” explained the source, 

The “technical master list” used 
by the censor's office — against 
which the censor compares new im- 
port licence applications to see if 
books requested have not already 
been banned — wus compiled in 
1979-80 by the censors on the basis 
of collated orders issued since 1967 
by the military government in the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

The military government 
periodically issues orders banning 
books on the basis of IDF censor’s 
reports on new titles submitted in 
bookseller's importation request 
lists. Apparently, the censor’s office 
did not keep its own master copy, 
including all additions to the ban- 
ned books list. 

In 1976-77, a mistuke by a 
military government officiul 
resulted in the publication of a list 
jumbling together the titles of ban- 
ned books and books allowed for 
importation, throwing the whole 
book-banning process into disarray. 
This was corrected in 1979-80, with 
the completion of the technical 
master fist by the censor’s office on 
the basis of all the previous military 
government banning orders. 

“The technical master list, we 
believe, is accurate and includes the 
titles of all the books banned by 
military government orders. It is 
theoretically possible that we have 
missed some books included in 
some orders, but [ don't think this 
has happened,” said the source. 


The censor's report on Anis Man- 
sour's Al-Ha'et Wa'Danm'a (The 
wall and the Fears) (Cairo, 1976), 
states that ‘on each of the book's 
three hundred pages there is a clear 
anti-Semitic passage.” The censor 
quotes Mansour, now editor of Oc- 
tober: (p.14) “The Jews cheat and 
deceive the whole world ... perhaps 
we have forgotten that the Jews are 
haters of those who adhere to other 
falths ... This hatred is expressed in 
their books, which are called the 
Talmud. The Talmud shows how to 
hate non-Jews, indeed makes it 
obligatory," 

The IDF senior source said that 
“the banning of books which are 
pro-PLO, anti-Semitic and seditious 
prevents the creation of ‘hatred in 
the territorles. Ultimately, the cen- 
sorship protects Israel and public 
order.”

Farmers set strike over aid funds

TEL AVIV, — The Histadrut 
Labour Federation's Agricultural 
Centre and its affiliates are planning 
a strike for May 2, which will pre- 
vent all agricultural produce from 
reaching the market, 

The action is being taken because 
of farmers' growing discontent with 
what they say is the government’s 
failure to take action to solve the 
crisis in the country's farming. 

Chairman of the centre's 
economic committee, Yehuda 
Sa’adi, told The Jerusalem Post 
lust week (hat the farmers were 
“sick and tired" of promises, which 
had not been fulfilled. 

An emergency session of the 
Moshav Movement of cooperative 
furming settlements convention has 
already approved stepping-up 
protest activities; and the plenum of 
the Agricultural Centre, which 


meets April 19, is expected to ratify 
the decision to go on strike, which 
was put off until after Independence 
Day. ἢ 

Responding to this'a high-ranking 
official of the Agriculture Ministry 
told reporters last week that there 
was a plan to meet the crisis in farm- 
ing. He said the Treasury and the 
Knesset Finance Committee had 
already approved the funds for the 
programme. 

Specifically, the official said that 
a plan for providing working capital 
to farmers producing for the local 
market was almost ready; but he 
would not give details, 

The official admitted that it was 
difficult for farmers to make money 
at a time of 130 per cent annual in- 
flation, but he maintained there was 
room for improvement in methods 
and efficiency. 

The ministry could not possibly 
assist all the moshavim, he noted, 
hence it had been decided to help 


out the 30 worst cases, [5300 million 
had already been allocated and it 
would be given to farmers, “who are 
prepared to work hard and obey our 
rules.” 

The Agricultural Centre's Se'adi 
said that the ministry was behaving 
like a “social welfare" ministry, His 
people were not looking for han- 
douts, but for a “strong agricultural 
policy.” 

He rejected the idea of assisting 
only the 30 worst-case moshavim. 
All farmers in trouble had to be 
helped, he insisted, otherwise it 
would cost the government more in: 
the long run, 

An Agriculture Ministry official 
pointed out that one third of 
Israel's farmers were making money 
from exports, even now. The 
remaining two-thirds would have to 
be taught to be equally efficient. He 
admitted that until this could be 
achieved, there would be a need for 
government assistance. 


Ben-Gurion is the world’s 
2nd-most expensive airport

TEL AVIV — Ben-Gurion Airport 
is the second-most-expensive in the 
world in terms of government taxes 
On airlines using it, a survey of 93 
airports has shown. The study was 
made by Swissair, which compared 
the taxes that airport authorities im- 
pose at all the cities it flies to. 

Tokyo's Narita Airport is the 
Most expensive, charging close to 
$2,900 per plane. The Israel Airport 
Authority charges $2,390, while the 
average tax at the 93 airports is only 
$812, the study showed. 

These taxes are collected to cover 
security, navigation fees, control 
lower services and parking fees. 

When the casts of food, carga 
handling, repairs and other non- 
governmental services are com- 
piled, Ben-Gurion becomes the 
third-most expensive airport, after 


Tokyo and New York. 


Each landing here costs Swissair 
56,600, compared with an average 
world-wide cost of $2,500. These 
costs do not Include the $10 airport 
tax passengers pay. 

Alex Ackermann, Swissair'’s 
manager for Israel, estimated that 
his company pays $45 per pas- 
senger, which is 14 per cent of the 
cheapest air fare to Switzerland. 
“This is killing us,” he said. 


He rejected the authorities ex- 
planations that the tax was high to 
pay for the elaborate security ar- 
Tangements. “All over the world 
governments — and not clienis — 
pay for security,” he argued. 


Nevertheless, in 1981, Swissair 
had managed a modest SFR500,000 
profit (about $275,000) from its dai- 
ly service to Israel, reversing a small 
loss in 1980, 


El ΑἹ sets night flights to London

night Flight to London this summer 
and if it proves a success, a similar 
service will be introduced to other 
European cities. 

The night service to London will 
begin nt 2.15 am on July 2. The 
plane is due to reach Heathrow air- 
port near London at 5.15 GMT. 


The company decided on the 
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move because “to our amazement 
the night flights to New York are a 
runaway success,” the spokesman 
said. 

In February 1982 the national air- 
line Flew 72,000 passongers’— or 55.7 
per cenl of the total number of pas- 
sengers — compared with 59,000 
(48.6 per cent) in February 1981. 
The spokesman added that El Al ex- 
pected its share of traffic for March 
1982 to be 9.5 per cent higher than 
in March 198).

TEL AVIV. — The Bank Leumi 
group Jast week announced its 
financial results for 1981. They 
show total consolidated assets of 
18317 billion ($20.3b.), an increase 
of 127 per cent over 1980 (10.0 per 
cent in U.S. dollars). 

Net profits for the Leumi group 
reached [51.20. ($76,3m.), reflec- 
ting a gain of 127 per cent (9.7 per 
cent in U.S. dollars). 

The real gain in profits, taking 
into account the annual rise in the 
cost-of-living index, shows an in- 
crease of 12.6 per cent, The net 
profit per share, on a fully diluted 
basis, grew by 104.8 per cent; from 
1863 per cent in 1980 to IS129 per 
cent in 1981. Deposits by the public 
stood at 1§175b. reflecting a 135 per 
cent growth. In dollar terms, the 
deposits advanced by 13.9 per cent, 
to $11.2b. 

Loans to the public totalled 1585 
billion, an advance of 113 per cent 
and to dollars 5.5 billion for a rise of 
2.9 per cent. 

The total capital assets of the 
group, including notes reached 
IS11.1b. (5711π|.}, compared with 
{S46b, ($61 1m.) in 1980. 

In view of the favourable results, 
the board of directors has decided 
to recommend before the annual 
generul meeting of shareholders the 
distribution of 100 per cent in bonus 
shares and a cash dividend of 16 per 
cent,

PLO

THE ARAB-ISRAEL conflict has 
overflowed into the American- 
Christian community as a concerted 
attempt by the PLO to enlist the 
support of clergymen has resulted in 
a nationwide debate. On one side: 
are Liberal Protestant churchmen, 
tending to adopt a more pro-Arab 
position; on the other, conservative 
fundamentalist leaders are emerg- 
ing as the element most supportive 
of Israel, 

In what is swiftly becoming a 
PLO test case, the entice- 
ment of a group of Seaitle 
clergymen to Lebanon, all expenses 
paid, has sparked a bitter con- 
troversy between the two camps. 

The controversy has also created 
tensions between the Jewish com- 
munity and the liberal Protestants in 
Seattle, and weakened the already 
deteriorating relations between the 
two groups. But at the same time it 
has improved the Lies with the fun- 
damentaiist church groups, whose 
support for Israel has grown in re- 
cent yenrs, 

The “Seattle controversy" should 
not be seen as an isolated 
phenomenon but as part of the com- 
Plicated relationship that has been . 
developing between Israel and the 
American Jewish community and 
the two major American church 
Broups. 

On the left are the liberal Protes- 
tant churches, which constitute the 
backbone of the National Council 
of Churches of Christ in the U.S, 
(NCC), g,, long-time ally of the 
‘American, Jewish community on 
must domestic issues but a “Third 
Worldist™ group when it comes to 

foreign policy matters, 

' The liberal Protestant churches, 

which represent about 32 million 

constituents and include among 
others Presbyteriuns, Episcopalians 
and United Methodists, were the 
first to include studies on anti- 
Senitism in their religious text- 
books during the ‘40s and ‘50s. 
They advocated separation of Church 
and State and encouraged political 
justice for minority groups — posi- 
lions shared by most Jews in 

America, During the ‘60s Jews and 

liberal Protesianis found themselves 

allied in the civil rights struggle in 
the South and in the anti-Vietnam 

War movement. 

However, even in that period 
American Jews noticed disturbing 
signs when it came to the attitude 
towards the Jewish state. Thus, on 
the eve of the 1967 war, the NCC 
refused to issue a statement in sup- 
Port of Israel. 

In the late ‘60s, a “Third 

Worldist’ or ‘‘liberationist" 
ideology began to gain strength 
among the leadership of some of the 
liberal Protestant churches. 
“Liberationist™ activists in the 
American churches and in the 
World Couacil of Churches {the 
Geneva-based international federa- 
tion of liberal Protestant churches) 
began to champion the cause of 
Third World countries and 
“national liberation movements," 
Not surprisingly, they perceived 
Israc] as a ‘‘racist’? and 
“imperialist” state. 

Another important development 
was the influence in the NCC of the 
Arab churches, such as the An- 
tiochian Orthodox Archdiocese of 
North America and the Syrian 
Church of Antioch, both controlled 
by pro-Syrian Arab clergymen. 
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This reflected the traditional in- 
volvement of liberal Protestant 
churches in philanthropy and mis- 
sionary activity in the Arab world, 
which led to the emergence of a 
large professional group sym- 
pathetic to Arab views and occupy- 
ing central positions in the Middle 
Eastern depariments of several 
denominations, 

The general pro- Arab tilt of the 
NCC became clear in 1980 when, 
Following a fact-finding trip to the 
Middle East, ‘the Protestant leaders 
Pussed a resolution calling for 
negotiations between Israel and the 
PLO. 


At the same time, the American 
Jewish leadership was confronted 
with a new fundamentalist Christian 
power propagating a politically 
right-wing evangelism, which sup- 
Ports lsrael unconditionally but 
whose views on domestic issues are 
preceived by many Jews asa major 
threat totheir future. Reform Rabbi 
Alexander Schindler went as far as 
asserling that “they seek to 
Christianize America and make this 
4 republic ruled by Christ. They are 
scarcely democratic and threaten to 
destroy the freedoms which Jews 
enjoyed in the last decades with 
their test of political religious 
purity." 

IN THE MID.-'60s, the Evangelical 
Chureh, which today has a 
membership of more than 50 million 
was able to open channels to Israel 
and through it to the American 


Jewish community. Among the 


main pro-Israel figures was Rev. Dr. 
Billy Graham, who had open access 
to the White House during the 


Johnson and Nixon administrations. 


He acted as a pro-Israel lobbyist in 
many instances and also became a 
good friend of Golda Meir, who 
during the Yom Kippur War asked 
him to use his influence to get the 


administration to send arms to 


Israel. i 
Today, one of the most pro-Israel 


groups in the Christian right con- 
federation is the Moral Majority, 
which claims two million members, 
headed by the Rey. Dr. Jerry 
Falwell, a staunch supporter of 
Israel and a close friend of 
Menachem Begin’s. From his 
ehurch in Lynchberg, Virginia, 
Falwell advances on the Zionist 
cause on his weekly programme, 
“The Old Times Gospel Hour," 
which is carried by 700 radio and 
television stations in the U.S. and 
around the world. 


In an interview with the Jewish 


Press, Falwell explained that “God 


deals with all nations in relation to 
how those nations deal with Israel," 
and that “there is no question, but 
that Judea and Samaria should be 
part of Israel." America “should be 
without hesitation giving total finan- 
cial and military support for Israel,” 
he stressed, 


THE SEATTLE Controversy 
erupted two months ago, when Eric 


Nalder, @ reporter for the Seattle. 


Post-Intelligencer revealed that the 
PLO, through two front organiza- 
tions — the Beirut-based “Palestine 
Research Centre” and “Institute for 
Palestinian Studies” — was spon- 
Soring a week-long tour of Lebanon 
for six Seattlé clergymen. "* 

The trip was arranged by two 
American citizens borninthe Mid- 
dle East: Fawzi Khoury, a Lebanese 
Christian who runs the Middle. 
Eastern library at the University of 
Washington; and Farhat Ziadeh, a 
Palestinian from the West Bank 
who is now chairman of the same 
university's department of Near 
Eastern languages and titerature. 

Although both claimed to know 
nothing about a "PLO con. 
nection,” they admitted that the air. 
line tickets for the group were 
provided by the two PLO. 
controlled “research” institutions, 
The members of the liberal. 
Protestant group, confirmed that 
they knew the trip was PLO. 
sponsored, but had no personal or 
Political objections to this, 

“T hope to gain a better under- 
standing of the conflict in that Part 
of the world as seen from all points 
of view,” said one of them. 

Rev. Rodney Romney, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church in Seattle, 
in a column he wrote for the 
church's journal, argued that, “it 
is understandable that the Palesti- 
nians would despise Zionism, 
(which] evicted them from their 
homeland and “usurped their rights,” 

Another member of the group, 
Rev. William Cate, head of the 
Church Council of Greater Seattle, 
said that “just because we are going 
to listen to them doesn'l mean we 
are going to endorse the PLO,” He 
added that the American Jewish 
committee (AJC) picked up part of 
the tab for the trip he took to the 
Middle East five years ago, 

The Seattle-based Journal 
American stated in an editorial that 
if American Jewish organizations 
were going to “offer free trips to 
opinion makers, then they have lit- 
tie basis for complaint when the 
PLO does the same thing,” 


“IF THEY GO on a trip like this 
One they must go with their eyes 
Open and be aware of the dangers 
involved and the fact that the PLO 
has used groups like this in the past 
for its own benefit,” complained 
Arthur Abramson, director of the-- 
Seattle chapter of the AJC. Like: 
other Jewish leaders, he expressed 
dismay over the attempts to equate . 
Sponsorship of such a trip by a ter-~ 
rorist organization with other bona: 
fide organizations. He declared that 
the AJC, like other Jewish organiza- 
tions, never subsidized trips: by . 
groups of clergy to the Middle East, 
and that included Cate's earlier trip 
to the region. 

The public ottery against the trip 
from the various Jewish organizu- 
tions led two of the scheduled 
visitors of the group to drop out. 

However the journey of. what in . 
the event proved to be a group of 
five clergymen turned into a major 
pro-PLO campaign. A local televi- 
sion news crew, headed by Priscilla 
Collins, chairwoman of King Broad- 
casting, and commentator’ Floyd 
McKay, accompanied the pastors 
and sent back a story about the visit 
cach evening. The team which re- 
jected financial aid from the PLO 
and made the trip independeritly, 
also interviewed Arafat and filmed 
Palestinian refugee camps for a 
programme which will be aired soon. 
On her return home, Collins blasted 
the American media for its “pro- 
Israeli coverage." Ἔ 


THE FIVE clergymen returned 
from the trip with praise for the 
PLO, telling reporters that they 
were “touched” by what. they 
learned during their meetings with 
Arafat, Palestinian orpians, 
hospital workers and soldiers in 
Lebanon, and by their visits to 
Palestinian refugee camps in 
Southern Lebanon. 

“'T feel a strong sense of commit- 
ment to work in any way I can for 
the cause of justice for the Palesti- 
nian people,” said Romney of the 
First Baptist Church, who before 
leaving for Lebanon had invited 
Rabbi James Mirel of temple De ᾽ 
Hirsch in Seattle to address his con- 
gregation during a Sunday morning 
service. 

Romney also said that the pistol- 
packing Arafat impressed him as “a 
magnetic leader with an electrifying 
personality,” adding: “I can't think 
of any time I've met anyone so com- 
pletely dedicated to a cause.”

THE TRIP could have turned intoa 
major PLO victory had it not been 
for a group of Evangelical ministers 
who put all their political weight 
behind a counter, pro-Israeli cam- 
paign initiated by the Seattle Jewish 
community. Immediately following 
the return of the liberal clergymen, 
a press conference was organized by 
eight conservative fundamentalist 
leaders, most of whom belong ta 
Τὰν Evangelical Ministries. [πὲ 
Sacremento-bused Τὰν, the last [εἰ- 
ter of thé Hebrew ulphabet, sym- 
bolizes theend of the world:) At the 
conference they described the PLO 
as “the world's most ruthless ler- 
rorist band,” and blasted the liberal 
ministers for using PLO money for 
the trip. 

“We want the Seuttle general 
area to understand that these five 
Christian ministers do not represent 
the Seatile area churches,” said 
‘Douglus Shearer, a painting con- 
tractor from Sacramento, 

The group even purchased a large 
advertisement in the Seattle Times, 
with a tong list of endorsers — il in- 
cluded leading Evangelical 
clergymen from California to 
British Columbia in Canada. 

The ad stated, in part: 

“We Evangelical Christians do 
not condemn the trip itself. Certain- 
ly the clergymen can justifiably lay 
claim to a right and perhaps even Β 
moral obligation to independently: 
ascertain the veracity of the ac- 
cusations... However, we find un- 
conscionable the use of the PLO 
funds... We deeply regret the ob- 
vlous imputation of Christian 
legitimacy to one of the world's 
most ruthless and unprincipled ter- 
rorist bands, We protest against an 
almost complete lack of discretion, 
8 crude insensitivity which joined 
the name of the Prince of Peace to 
brutality, cowardice and implacable 
cruelty.” 

The Seattle Jewish leaders were 
encouraged by the reaction from 
the Evangelical group, whose 
enthusiastic support, in the words of 
Robbe Bridge, “demonstrated once 
again that the Jewish community 
and the State of Israel have many 
friends among Christians.” a 

As the Seattle Times. noted in 8

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The troubled West Bank 


STRANGE THINGS happen in the West Bank. Shortly alter most of 
the Israel police officers and soldiers had gone home, or to their 
neurby headquarters, Wednesday afternoon to celebrate the Pessah 
Seder, five men armed with Uzi submachine guns beat up a guard 
and the dean of students at the Bethichem University. They then 
moved on (o damage university property inside the campus and from 
there went to the neighbouring town of Beit Sahour to atiack a 
Greek Orthodox club and a local coffee shop. 


By last night still no one had been detained for having been in- 
volved in this rampage, although three of the five attackers were 
clearly identified by local residents. One of them is reported to be 
Samer Bishara Kumsiya, the son of the head of the Bethlehem area 
village league, Bishara Kumsiya. They were also clearly Seen 
travelling ina Landrover vehicle, the type of which is used by village 
league members for their patrols. 


Wednesday's premeditated attack came in the wake of threatening 
letters, some of which were signed by village league members, that 
were received by Bethlehem municipality employces and East 
Jerusalem newspapers during the pust few days, urging them thal 
unless they will desist from spenking or writing aguinst the village 
Ieagues, they will fuce the “final solution.” An employee of the 
Bethlehem municipality also had his car burned on Wednesday. 


Although there is still no official proof that the village lengues ‘are 
involved in these vivlent wtlucks and threats, all initial signs seem ta 
point in their direction, Bethlehem village league head,-Bishara Kum- 
siya, yesterday however denied any involvement by his people in 
these aitucks, while some of his colleugues suggested that they were 
πεῖς of provocation, perpetrated by hostile elements whose uim is to 
discredit the village leagues. While one can understand the em- 
barrassment caused to the villuge league leaders by Wednesday's acls 
of violence, their versiun, does not appear tv be credible in the face 
of the hard facts. 


Only earlier this week, Mustafa Dudein, the leader of the Hebron 
arcu village league, appealed to Israel journalists and university 
professors tu help him portray a more positive image of his organizu- 
tion which uses its arms “only in self-defence." Their unly aim was lo 
stave off terrorist threats and attacks by the PLO in order to he able 
fo negotiale ἃ political solution of the Palestinian problem, he 
professed. Wednesday's events hardly follow the line of Mr. Dudein's 
hoped-for public image. 


But the major concern is not how the Palestinian Arabs in the West 
Bank fight their own wars and settle their accounts, It is the attitude 
of the Israel authorities in the West Bank, military and civilian, which 
allows these kinds of violent attacks by local residents, armed and 
trained with Israel weapons, that is at issue. 


Defence Minister Ariel Sharon has slated repeatedly that the main 
purpose of setting up the village leagues was lo allow local Palesti- 
nian Arabs to join the peace process al atime when the Protructed 
und deadlocked autonomy talks ure expected to reach ἃ new and 
decisive stage. That can only happen once the PLO in the West 
Bunk is cut down to size and can no longer impose its rule of terror. it 
is claimed. 


Mr. Sharon is also committed through repeated statements during 
the autonomy talks to introduce “confidence building" measures in 
ths West Bank and in the Gaza Strip, It is [his phrase which still gives 
hope to the Egyptians that after the final withdrawal from Sinai iter 
this month the autonomy talks muy yet get off the ground, after all, 


But what has been happening in the West Bank in recent weeks 
can hardly be described as “building confidence” by the Israel 
authorities. To make matters worse, Israel soldiers and seltiers ap- 
parently ure far freer now to use their firearms to wound and kill than 
they were hitherto. : 


There must certainly be better ways of dispersing even violent 
crowds of young protesting students than shooting at them. But once 
Strict discipline for the use of arms is loosened, even a lone soldier on 
guard can easily become trigger-happy. Unfortunately, there is no 
other way of describing yesterday's sad incident in which a 40-ycar- 
old Arab woman was killed instantly by a single shot fired by a soldier 
on guard duty near the Beit El military complex while tilling a field 
with four of her children.

The downgrading of barley

WE ARE IN THE middle of ‘the 
period of the Counting of the Omer, 
the seven weeks, the 49 days, which 
Separate Pessah from Shavuot, the 
“Feast of Weeks.” Hostorical events 
have transformed these days, which 
Were originally days of joy into days 
of gloom and semi-mourning. 


Barley was the first grain of the * 


year lo ripen; and the Omer of 
barley which was offered on 
Passover was important not only in 
itself but as the harbinger of _the 
Divine bounty. This was to evince 
ilself steadily, until at the end of the 
49 days of counting the farmer 
Could indicate and mark the first 
fruits which would supply his needs 
for the year. But. the tragic fate 
which overtook the warriors of Bar 
Kochba, the disciples of R. Akiba 
who huiled him as the Redeemer, 
which took place during these very 
days, has transformed them into 
days of semi-mourning, apart from 
Lag B*Omer, the 33rd. day. 

Apart from a statement to the ef- 
fect that they brought “barley for 
the horses and the swift steeds" of 
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King Solomon's stables (I Kings 5.8) 
there is no suggestion, as far as [ am 
aware, in the Bible that.barley was 
in any way inferior for human con- 
sumplion to wheat, although it is 
stated that the price of barley was 
half that of fine Πουγ (2 Kings 7.1.) 

That situation, however, 
changed during the period of the 
Talmud, and it came to be regarded 
essentially as animal fodder. (TJ. 
Sukkah p. 310) and so characteristic 
was this regarded as its essential use 
that it gave rise to a homiletical ex- 
planation as to why the wife suspec- 
ted of adultery had to bring an of- 
fering of “an ephah of barley flour 
(numbers 5.15). “She fed him (her 
paramour) on the cholcest of dain- 
ties, for this reason she was obliged 
to bring an offering of animal fod- 
der”, (Sotah 9). 

Even apart from that, however, 
barley was regarded so essentially as 
the poor man's food, eaten only by 
those who could not afford the 
more expensive wheat that there 
was a popular saying, “Why does he 
δαὶ barley? Only because he has no 
wheat. Arid why ‘does he eat car- 
obs? Only because he has no 
presseq.dates available.” 

Barley was equated with carob as 
the poor man’s food.
